Selectmen’s ’Report 


To the Taxpayers of the Town of West Rutland. 

During the year we have drawn orders on the Town 
Hall account amounting to $10,022,69. Of this amount C. S. 
Siboeuf was paid $7,911-85, balance due on contract, 
$566.10 for curtains and scenery, $1,016,69 has been paid 
for sundries including grading, wiring, lighting, concrete in 
basement for dining room, tables, chairs, kitchen range, 4-inch 
stand pipe with hose attached on every floor ready for im-( 
mediate use and many items necessary to put the building 
in condition for public use, all of which are itemized in the 
following Town Hall report, $528.02 has been paid for 
the running expenses for the year, which will be about the 
annual expense of the hall. The receipts have been 
$545 .18 and there is now due about $70.00 for rent. 

Owing to what we considered an extremely low price 
for walks and the fact that there was practically no walks 
built last year we have overdrawn the sidewalk account 
having built 1,639 yds of walk at 55 cents, 205 yds of cross 
walk at $1.00 and 69 2-3 yards at 75 cents. 
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The poor account is larger than it has been tor a 
number of years owing to the increased number of persons 
we have been obliged to help. There has been three 
deaths at the farm and three outside which will reduce the 
expense the coming year unless otheis are added. 

VVe have paid one of the $1,000 bonds and interest on 
all bonds due to date. The Battles suit, the Town of Dor- 
set vs. West Rutland for $i,ioo has been decided in favor of 
West Rutland and the attorneys 1 fees of Butler & Maloney 
for $261.75 have been paid.

Music and Drawing 

The engagement of Miss Mary C. Goodhue as super* 
r of music and Miss Edna C. Eisbee as supervisor of 
**mg is a long step toward raising the standard of our 
bool. The results already accomplished prove both the 
i and value of work along these lines. Aside from the 
meu being made in these two studies themselves, the 
zi <cd interest shown by the pupils in all their school 
irk is already evident. 

Child Labor 

The attention of all employers of labor and all parents 
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is called to Sec. 1044 to 1050 of the Vermont laws as well 
as to Sec, 1044 and 1045 as amended by the last legislature. 
Briefly, no child under 16 can be employed in railroading, 
mining, manufacturing, quarrying or in delivering messages 
for a corporation or company unless he has completed the 
9th grade and received a certificate from the superintendent. 
Under no circumstances, can a child under 16 be employed 
afterS o'clock at night in the industries mentioned. 

In General 

1. In addition to the work outlined last year in 
moral training, reading, mental arithmetic, history and phy- 
siology, courses in English, Grammar and Spelling have been 
planned, 

2. A “No school” signal to be used on stormy days has 
been adopted as follows : Five blasts on the fire whistle 
at eight o’clock in the morning or 12 o’clock noon, means no 
session in the first four grades. The same signal repeated 
means no session in any of the schools. 

3. The opening of a new school in the town hall for a 
combined 5th and 6th grade has relieved two uncrowded 
rooms in Dist. XXI. 

The 4th grade at Woodardville has been discontinued, 
and hereafter children on finishing the 3d grade there, will 
go to Dist. XXI. 

Both of these changes should give better teaching 
results. 

4. Parents and others are urgently requested to visit 
the schools and see for themselves what is being 
accomplished. 

5. Since my last report 12 I visits have been made to 
the schools by your superintendents. The length of these 
visits varied from one to three hours. Many shorter visits 
were made, 

6. Each teacher now has one help period daily when 
assistance is given to backward children. 

7. Tardinesses during the Fall term 1908 were 684, 
In the same term 1909 there were but 352. 
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8. I am glad to be able publicly to commend the 
earnestness of the teachers and their fidelity to their work.

Library Report 

To the Directors of the West Rutland Library: 

During the year ending February 15, 1910, there 
have been 6,515 books loaned from the West Rutland 
Library. This is an increase of 105 over the number loaned 
in 1909. 

The tables in the reading room have been supplied 
with the leading periodicals. These are proving very popu- 
lar, being in constant circulation 

Fourteen dollars and ten cents has been received from 
book fines and sale of cards. This with the balance from 
last year of three dollar and one cent makes a total of 
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seventeen dollars and eleven cents. Eleven dollars and 
ninety-one cents has been used for necessary supplies, leav- 
in on hand a balance of five dollars and twenty cents. 

The new library rooms in the Town Hall building are 
large and well lighted. The book room is fitted with open 
shelf book stacks and the reading room is furnished with 
comfortable chairs and tables. The Library is open to the 
public some part of every day and it seems as though it 
should be of more help and benefit to the general public 
than it is at present.
